eſt of his ſubjefts ; the Merchants Ships navigate the wide 
Seas to all the ſeveral parts of the world, without fear of 
ſarprizal or moleflation frem any Prince of Europe,” What 
Nation can ſay ſo much ? God of his great goodneſs and mercy 
continue this cur preſent bappy condition for many years yet 
to come, God preſerve his Majeſties health, and make him 
happy with a right underflanding betwixt him and his 
great Council. 

For the preſent aff airs of Europe betwizt the Kings and 
Princes thereof, thiu may'ſt ſee the wheel of Fortune, 
Providence rather, is nit aways the ſame ; the French Me- 
narch by Rancounters having in this laft year received ſome 
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Checks, but the Event or ſucceſs of War is ever doubtful ; 
certainly we yet cannot find any determined ends of theſe 
broyles after all the wary; and in theſe very wars, (later 
anguls in herba) there is ſpme:thing mire than as yet is ſuſ-

eeding Comets, prodigious Oftents, prelent Eclipſes, Of 

ngreſs of the Sun into the 4 Cardinal points of this 

year: Ar preſent, v's, in Seprember 1675 we find 
he Emperor of Germany and the confederate Princes 
of Germany in armes againſt the preſent King of France,the 
panſh Ki'rg and the States of Hil/and, vniting their 
Armies and Forces, both of them in oppoſition ro rhe 
Monarch of France, who only finds friendſhip and af- 
Iitance from his preſent Majeſly of Sweden. The French 
king having lately loſt his o'!d General Tarenne : and 
ately the City Treves, and Munſi-r Grequt therein, 
ow priſoner. The M.ſfineſes revolred from the Spantard 

ard (upported by the King of France therein, winch 
makes us remember the irruption of Vunt Ana in 
1559, with that fury and violence as no age could pa- 
rallel, as allo that terrible and unuſual Earth-quabe art 
the beginn ng of the Ircuprion, viz. We wrote of that 
very ſubjeR in 1570, and delivered our judgment 3 
har there would be ſublcquemt, ciminent damages, 
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S[aughters of men, Wars, Seditions, Innndations,Scarcity, 
Famine, Plagues and other attendant Calamitys. All which 
or moſt of theſe have happened already to the Meſſineſes, 
we fear much more are behind in Sictlia. The preſent 
condition of Poland is perillous and to be pittied, having 
to deal with two ſo powerful perſons as the Turks and 
Tartars, His Majeſty of Dermarhb in hoftiliry with the 
Snede, he with the Hollanders; there is (carce any King, 
Prince or Nation of Europe, but he or they one way or 
other ingaged, His Majeſty of England onely excepted, 
May it pleaſe God ro bleſs great Brittain ib] with ex- 
rernal Peace and internal Unity, and her King with many 
happy years, health and a long life, Amen. 

We cannot hur admire the great providerce of God, 
who in 1512, dire&ted the appearance of that new Star 
in Caſſiopeia, not framed of any Erhereal matrer, as all 
Philoſophers conceive Comets are ; but emirred as an ex- 
traordinary Sign of ſome furure events, in time to be 
manifeſted : for it remained immoveable for the ſpace of 
one whole year or more, and was viſible continually to 
all Europe all thar time, giving thereby ſpecial warning 
of ſome more than ordinary Adions to he from thence 
manifeſted in fullneſs of time; and rheſe concernments 
ſo ſtupendious, ſo admirable, as no Age or very few had 
ſeen thelike in former Ages or times, However we that 
live in this age do ſee the beginning of theſe fo great Vi- 
ciffirudes and Changes that new Star was the Prodromuy 
of; bur the full determination of rheſe ſo great alters 
tions, wars, and deſolations, is onely known to the Al- 
m'ghry; from mortal men we can expe& but a modeſ 
conjequre according ro natural cauſes -——Tr is true, there 
have been ſome Gomets ſince 1672, none of any (6 
great concerniment, bur thar of 1618, which deſigned 
Germany and ſome other adjacent Countries, wherein 
for ſome years there was wry cruel wars and much blood- 
ſhed ; bur thoſe ſo great calamirtys and wars of German 
cannot be the ultimate end or defign of rthar admirable

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Srar in Caſſiopeia. The laſt Comet or Gomets in 1664 and 
165g, under whoſe «effe&s and influences, all Europe, part 
of Afra and Africa,nay ſome parts of America are at preſent;

Ve may further obſerve of this or thoſe Comets of 
1664, 1565, as they had their Retrograde motion from 
Libra to Aries, viz. threugh the ſix northern Signs, 21h, 
half the Z:diack 3 fo ſince that year all cr 10oft of the 
Kings and Princes of Furope, eirher at preſent are, of 
have been involved formerly in the influence of thoſe 
Comets; ſome taking part with the Emperor, others with 
the French, 

We hear of few Princes that have ſtood Newters, bur 
if any, they may be adjudged very prudent perſons, 
who in ſuch an uncertain war have onely inſpe&ed inro 
their own welfare,of which number happy 11 tis moſt gra- 
cious Majeſty of England. Theſe wars began in 1672, juſt 
one hundred years afrer the appearance of that moſt 
miraculous Srar, 1572; towards the middle of this year 
1676, they will have continued 4 whole years; in 1676, 
towards the middle of the year, if not ſooner, Fate eff 
Alea,viz. the dice will be caſt, and ir will be viſibly appt- 
rent what King or Prince ſhall be abſolute victor,ard what 
party or parties theſe 4 continued years of wars will 
crown with ſucceſs and viory z and upon whoſe Am- 
bition the loſs of ſo many thoulend Mens lives, fo many 
Territories, Cirys and Provinces demoliſhed or ruined, 
ſo great and vaſt expence of Treaſure, (pent to no pur- 
poſe but of Chriſtian blood, will be imputed, Howe- 
ver the Decrees of Heaven are immutable, for afrer 
that theſe wars of Europe are ſeemingly ended, yer other 
wars and Calamiries will ſucceed for 4 whole years next 
afrer, and from thence to enſue; we ſay, and may at- 
firm, that thoſe concernments whether Wars, or de: 
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vaſtations,— ſignified by the new Star in Caſſipeaz they 
had not any Original, according to what was preordain- 
ed by the New Star, until 1672, or ſhall have any final 
end or determination for theſe many years yer ſucceed- 
ing ; the great work or prime caule intended from thence 
is (carcely yet begun, True it 1s the late Comer or Comets 
of 1664. or 1665, are Stel/2 or Cormete Adjutrices z their 
influence ſhall excire the wrathful and amvirious natures 
of Great ones to begin the work, or to make the firſt ma- 
nifeftations of what may-ſucceed, bur rhoſe aſpiring Perſons 
ſhall nor live ro ſee the end or -onclufion of what theni- 
- ſelves ſo unforrunarely begun. We undertiand the preſent 
male condition of Poland, and the urhappy affaires of that 
Kingdom, and miſerable ſtare of rhoſe Countries ; the 
Muſcwite watily looking afrer his own ſafety, rather than 
aſhſting rhe unfortunate Po/ander his now diſtreſſed 
Neighbour 3 time will occaſion his Repentance, and in- 
volve him and his people 'n a labyrinth of ditirels, when 
he leaſt exre&s it; he found Providence very gracious 
once unto him, ler him beware a ſecond Rancounter of 
the ſame nature : The Ort/man Emperor is not | ke ro 
have any long continuance of this h!s preſent tranquillity, 
an inconfiderable Prince being defigned ro begin his 
vexations, which more porent Princes will continue and 
abert or countenance for ſome yeares, to the almoſt 
deſtruion of that now very powerful Empire 3 bur this 
occaſionally. A few words concernirig the end of the 
Comet in March 1665. whole tail was etninently large and

Now, as this new Star deſigned ſuch changes , fo the laſt

Diuturmitas magnitndinem effelur indict, the diururrity of 
the Comet declares the magnitude cf the effetls, And we 
lay again,that rhe rail of the laſt Comer 1465s. being rorally 
Martial, doth figrific B:B8a ſeviſſima (# peſtes divas, famem- 
que, moſt cruel Wars, Plagues very petitlenr, and alſo Fa- 
mine. Part of theſe are ver /fi-d already in a great mea- 
(ure. the remaining effects will without doubr ſucceed in 
their proper times : from which God of his great mercy 
grant, that no further calamity, Plague, P-ſtilence, Fire, 
or Famine hereafter may befal England, Scotland, or Ire- 
lane 

If that Relation be true . which lately came from India, 
concerning the preſent Rev/r ot the Chineſes trom the 
Tartarian voke of bondage, then it cannot pe doubted bur 
many Kings or Princes in thoſe parts will follow their ex- 
ample, even (as we ſay) :o the end of the Chapter : bur ro 
our firſt intended purpoſe. 

There are four Cardinal points, which Aſftrologers 
crrefully obſerve, for the caſualtie* and charges or altera- 
tions of every year, we hegin with that of the Sun his 
entrance into Vp 1695. 11, of December, 4" 5' P.M. ard 
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ſhall obſerve what may be contingent from thence, unto 
the Sun his Ingreſs into Artes the Spring following 1596. 
Finnt incrementa (4 decrem-nta &@ ſequentibus AſpeHibus Pla- 
netarum cum Luminaribus, (F cum Stellis fixis, Oy inter ſe, 
ac juxta naturam Signt, (9 prout concordant aut diſcordant 
cum Gardinationt5us (4 Lunationibus quartarum ,, Wherein 
we confider the increaſe or decrealc from the following 
Alpes of the Planets with the Luminaries, and with the 
fixed Stars, and amongſt themſe]ves, according to the na- 
ture of the Sign, as it ſhall agree or conſent, or diſagree 
with tke Angles and Lunations of the quarters, viz. of rhe 
quarter either before or afrer Change or Full Moon, for 
all are to be conſidered, For thoſe quarters which agree 
do neceſſarily produce the effe& ſignified ; bur where 
there is a diſcrepancy , the marrer is doubrful and cloud- 
ed : ſo that ſomerimes we may judge of rain, when there 
only ſucceeds moiſt dews, This is further obſervable, 
that when the Stars do agree in nature with the quarter of 
the year, asVenus with the Spring, the Planet Mars with 
the Summer, Satwn with the Winter , Mercary with the 
Autumn, they increaſe the decrees of that quarter of the 
year according to their forticudes, But however it is a 
moſt judicious way for every Artiſt ro conſider, whether 
there was any Comet, or Blazing-flar , or great or minor 
Conjaun#ion of the three ſuperior Planets, or of two of 
them, did precede the Sun his Ingreſs into any of the four 
Cardinal points , in ſuch caſes he doth well to confider 
whar Sign, and in what Afſteri/ſm that late Comet or Conjun- 
Hion of the Superiors was in, though it preceded the In- 
greſs ſome months or weeks before. 

The Schemes both of the Ingreſs and preventional Lus 
nation are the ſame, Venus in both figures is Angular, and 
by poſition in the 5® houſe, the Mon in the M. C. Mars 
and Mercury in the 6" houſe, Haly, pag. 39 2. writes of Ve- 
nus her poſition thus 3 S1 Venus faerit in ſeptima , & it 
fuerit fortis OF potens , in illo anno diligent homines mu* 
lieres, Cy contrabent conjugia, & nuptias multas celebrabunt,

and there well fortified, in that quarter men ſhall love or 
delight in Women, contra Marriages, celebrate many Nu- 
ptrals, and thereby have much comfort and great fortunes, 

Of the ſame Judgment is Bonatus, pag. 558. Si Venus 
ſuerit in ſeptima, ſignificat conjugium (4 gaudium ex parte 
mulierum ; It Venus be in the 5®, there is denoted Marria- 
ger and great rejoycing on the behalf of Women : of the

commend them, and love them. We hove rhis or ſuch 
like bletſings will have place upon the veople of England, 
upon h's Majzfly and great Counct!—. We do more fear the 
fickneſſes of this ſeaſon ard quarter than any very hard 
weather or any Marrial affaits 3; nor do we find the diſpo- 
frions of men much inclinable rhereunto ; the (ad calami- 
ties or many miſeries which very many brave reſolute Spi- 
rits endured or ſuffercd in the Summer preceding, ſeems 
ro have quiered rheir-cxtravazant Spirits, and their for- 
mer too much inclination to War. Here we find Mars in 
the fixth houſe , many of theſe He&1an perſons ſeem 
maimed, wounded, under curc for their limbs, many are 
petitioning for their Pay or Arrears , with perplexed 
minds, and diſſatisfied ſouls, ro find themſelves neg-e&- 
ed in their ſo grear neceſſities, ſo (]:ghred for their fo 
much hardſhip endured for the honcur and welfare of in- 
grateful Princes or Commanders, which occaſions many of 
them rather to mutinies than ro fighr, Ana yer divine 
providence ſeems nor as yer to intend any preſent Peace, 
we mean general, notwithſtanding the Wars have continu- 
ed more or le{s almoſt full four years ; bur of this upon 
the figure of the Sans Ingreſs into Arres and other Cardinal 
points; we ſhall now hint ar the preſent fickneiles of this 
Winter-quarter, which are probably like to be many, and 
thoſe dangerons, many vi them morral, partly occaſioned 
from the male reinperature of the Summer preceding, and 
ſad influences then predominating, and from thoſe more 
forcible Cor.figurations ſucceeding the Autumnal Frgreſs 
in and towards the latter end of Other 1595. whereby 
Mankind is like to be afftiifted with theſe diſtempers or 
fickneſſes ſubſequemt— viz infirmities in the Liver, whole 
Breaſt, Ribs, Spleen, Pleurifies, dangerous Coughs, even 
tc the ſtrangling of miny who tuffer by ſuch Dilcaſes, ma- 
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ſhall be afflited with Sciatica's, a deſperate torme nt 
«y rarely perfettly cured , if the diftemper once infe& 
he hone 3 this will moſt affli& rhe Sou!dier, by reaſon of 
is former i1l Dier, bur eſpecially cold Ledg ng in the Air 
1d upon the ground. As the Sign Scorpio is bpon the 
Cuſp of the 6 houſe in the preventional Lunation and Fi- 
ure of the Tngreſs into Vp, here are denored nnhappy Fi- 
Ma's, with waladies-in the Privy members , with the 
Kone, gravel in the Kidneys and Eladder , with the Piles 
or Hxmorrhoids , many with the French P-x, (ome with 
Fluxes of blood in the inferior parts, many by the infir- 
mites of rheir Lungs ard their inflammations, Apoplexies, 
Qvirzies, paſſions of the Backbore, Cramps, defe&ts and 
rtlammartions of the Liver, &c. Tertian and quotidian 
Feavers> Faundies, both yellow and black, Frernzies, Mad- 
nels, running Gour, &c. As for the general Aﬀairs of 
Nations, the Common- people or Subjetts of many Princes 
in rranſmarine parts generally diſlatisfied , their Princes 
much impoveriſhed , many conſiderations or (ecret con- 
ſuirations are on foot how to meliotate their miſerable 
condition 3 but no perfe& Expedient as yer can he found 
cut, or yet any ſenſible agreement in the reſotution of 
thoſe who firorgly endeavour by all arr and induftry ro 
reconcile differences, or to give corcluſion to the larren» 
table affi\ions of almoſt all Furope and her diſtreſſed In- 
habirants, 

0h happy England, be thank ful for thy plenty, for thy pre- 
ſent Peace, for all the mercies of a graciows God beftowed upon 
thee : pray for bis Majeſties long life and reign. Few or not 
many of our animadverfions belong unto thee this year, 
and ſo we would be generally underſtood.

falſe and untrue What 1s here ſaid of the vulgar man 
and his or their ations, will alſo have fignificarion in the 
efte&s or afta,rs cf the Granrdees of Nations, if not more 
fully and ro more purpoſe in the Courts of Princes, and it 
the principal.
